Pursuant to the requirements of 37 C.F.R. §§1.56, 1.97 and 1.98, Applicants 
hereby submit this Information Disclosure Statement together with a completed Form 
PTO/SB/08A and one (1) copy of the foreign patent reference listed thereon. 

The relevance of Japanese Pubhshed Patent AppHcation No. JP 1-265401 is 
believed to be as follows: The Japanese reference, JP HOI -265401 pubhshed on October 23, 1989, 
is directed to a front grill integrally incorporating lamps. Front lights 4, 4' shown in Fig. 1 are 
provided to the left and right side portions of the front of the vehicle body 3. The front grill I 
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incorporating lamps 42 is mounted to the vehicle body 3 between the front lights 4, 4'. The 
numeral 5, shown in Figs. 3 - 7, is the grill body and is formed by molding resin. Reflector 
recesses 13, 13', recessed toward rear, are formed in the left and right end portions of the grill 
body 5. The grill body 5 is attached to the vehicle body 3 via support projections 7 and the stud 
pins 8 as shown in Figs 3 and 6. The rear edge 33a of the peripheral portion 33 of the lens 3 1 is 
accommodated into and glued to the groove 6 formed in the periphery of the grill body 5 as 
shown in Fig. 3 and 4.
